WASHINGTON, July 27 —Last evening tho following official 


statement was givu out b) Secretary of State Day: 


"Tho French Ambassador, on bohalf of 
tho Government of 


Spain and by direction of tho Spanish Minister of Foreign Allah s, 


presented to the President this afternoon at tho White House n mes- 


sage from the Spanish Government lookin" to tho termination of 


the war and settlement of terms of peace." 


Tho administration had been informed through the embassies 


at London and Paris that Spain would shortly propose negotiations 


looking for peace. 
There was, however, no intimation that tho 


proposition was to bo presented Tuesday until tho First Secretary 


of the French Embassy called at the Department of State and asked 


that an immediate audience with tho President bo arranged. 
Socio- 


tary Day saw tho Piesidtmt and the embassy was informed that tho 


Ambassador would bo received between 3 and 4 o'clock*. 


Shortly after 3 Secretary Day loft tho department and went to 


tho White House. 
A little- later M. Cambon, accompanied by tho 


First Secretary, arrived. 
The interview was of considerable length. 


Only tho President, Secretary Day, tho Ambassador and the first 


•ccretary were present. 


PROPOSITION WAS GENEEAL. 


After the withdiawul of tho Ambassador, tho President and Sec- 


retary Day were in consultation until nearly 5 o'clock, when tho 


statement quoted above was issued. 
In reply to inquiries Secretary 


Day referred to tho statement and said: 


"That is all there is of it. 
The proposition was general in 


character." 


"The Secretary further stated that the Spanish communication 


made no suggestions as to terms of peace. 
There were no direct 


references to the Philippines, to Cuba, or to Porto Kico. 
An ar- 


mistice was not asked for. 


"The expression of a desire for peace," is the description one 


member of the cabinet gives of the message which the French Am- 


bassador delivered. 


There was a certain amount of formality about the presenta- 


tion. M. Cambon brought the letter addressed by the Spanish 


government to the Fiench government, expressing tho desire for 


peace and asking that the matter be brought to tho attention of tho 


United States. 


RESPONSIBILITY FIXED. 


MADRID, July 27.—The Government denies that it has been 


occupied with tho question of peace. 
Sagasta contradicts the state- 


ment that official negotiations are in progress, but the foreign office 


announces that the negotiations are due to private iniative proceed- 


ings. 


FRANCE ACTS FOR SPAIN. 


PARIS, July 27.—The following official note has been issued: 


"At the request of the Spanish Government the French Ambassador 
at Washington has been authorized by the French Government to

tormenting, mutilating, or cruelly kill 
lug any animal or causing or kuowlngiy 
allowing tho aama to bo don". 


"Second—By oruolly wbrklng any old, 


maimed, Infirm, flinlt or disabled anininl, 
or causing or knowingly allowing tho 
HBino to bo done. 


"Third—liy unnecessarily failing to 


provide any animal In bin charge cr 
custody, as owner or otherwise, with 
proper food, drink or shelter. 


"Fourth—Uy abnndomng 
any old, 


maiiiKd, infirm, eiok or disabled animal. 


"Fifth—Ity carrying or driving, or 


causing to bo driven, any animal In an 
unnecessarily ornoi manner."
